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Where Jap Shoe Pinches 


THE Japanese question as it comes to the dis- 
1 
armament conference is a big subject to put 


in a nutshell, but perhaps its fundamentals can 
be sketched on a thumb nail. 


Japan's need of "a place in the sun" is the 


bi^ issue. It is back of Japanese entry into Man- 
churia and Siberia and her exploitations in 
China. It is back of Jap emigration to the Phil- 
ippines and her attempts to expand in the 
United States. Crowded Japan must have more 
Toom lo grow, or Jap ambitions for world pow- 
er must suffocate. 


Two means of expansion are possible: one 


is penetration such as is described in the above 
paragraph; the other is military, and perhaps 
Japanese troops in Siberia were laying the 
ground for this means. \Ve strike at the for- 
mer in our exclusion acts, we protested against 
the latter in the case of Siberia. 
1 
Japan does not propose to enter a confer- 


ence bound by its terms to the abandonment of 
both concnjcst and penetration, for that would 
render her always a limited power of small ter- 
ritory. That is why she made reservation 
against discussing questions "of special interest 
•to one" rather than to all the powers, and against 
-the disturbance of established things. She might 
give up the means of military conquest and de- 
pend upon penetration upon a scale to amount 
rto colonization; she might, surrender the right 
to penetrate in some-quarters. But she will give 
rup both only as a matter of the most extreme 
necessity. 


Among the questions already presented the 


•discussion of which Japan will protest, are Yap, 
:Shantung, and in general the open door. Amer- 
,ica is consistent in relation to these. 
Our in- 


sistence as to Yap is merely that Japan shall not 
monopolize this vital cable point, but that it 
tshall be internationalized—the open door. 
As 


;to Shantung, we merely do not subscribe, but 
iiack of this is the idea of ultimate Jap control 
cf China with its tremendous resources of wealth 
•and man-power. The general question of the 
ropen door affects other nations as well as our- 
selves. When Root, as secretary of state, laid 
down the rule of the open door, this matter 
iseemed to have been settled. But the Lansing 
ttreary in which the latter recognized a "special" 
interest of Japan in the Chinese coast has re- 
opened the case, inasmuch as Japan has inter- 
preted "special" as meaning "predominating." 


That Japan should aspire to become an 


Island empire, with a hold on Asiatic states, the 
(Philippines and Siberia similar to the dominion 
(government of the island empire of Great Brit- 
ain is natural enough, and of course it finds its 
justification in the British precedents. Nor is 
lit strange that Japan should claim in the far 
•east a special interest like that which we have 
set up for ourselves upon the American conti- 
.ncnt in the Monroe Doctrine. But there is all 
•the difference in the world between the Japan- 
•ese Monroe Doctrine which, secretly perhaps, 
aims to monopolize the far east, and our Mon- 
roe Doctrine which merely notifies the world to 
keep hands off the territory and free republics 
of the Americas. Japanese notions of a Monroe 
Doctrine may be best seen in Korea, for there 
Japan already has its Irish question. 


All this means as much to the Caucasian 


world as it does to Japan. 
More immediately, 


it means an even field in far eastern trade and 
production, as against the building un of a 
Japanese monopoly in these things. 
More rc- 


molcly it means the impregnation of the far 
east with white civilisation, as against the build- 
ing up in there of a swarthy rival civilization 
which in lime might successfully challenge the 
•white, man's supremacy. Nor can we afford to 
shrug at a Japanizcd Asia come into military and 
industrial competence. There arc vast hordes 
outnumbering the pale-faces many to one. and 
Chinese skill and ingenuity,'tested thousands of 
ycm-s ago, would rapidly rise to dangerous pro- 
portions under Japanese influence. 


Thus one sees that, great as is the problem 


jpf disarmament in itself, the disarmament cou- 


cial problem so great that disarmament may 
count for naught unless the dominant powers of 
today are prepared to enter into an .agreement 
for policing the world against the menace of the 
imperialistic gun-toter of the far east. We, on 
the frontier of the yellow peril, may live to 
wonder at the shut-eyed diplomacy which led 
our representatives to "protect" us against 
"FAiropean complications" by destroying the 
famous Article X. It is America, on the front 
line of the race war if such there shall be, who 
must meet the one really tremendous emergency 
of "Asiatic complications" that may one day 
test the world's fibre, and to whom the pact was 
essential. For the loan of a few ships and 
policemen we were offered the contract of the 
civilized nations to back us when the yellow in- 
undation reached our shores, and we rejected it. 
However, suchris the necessity of the white races 
that in all probability, sooner or later, in some 
form or another, it will be revived with Amer- 
ican endorsement.- .
